TAX COLLECTING 
COST^ECKED 


G overnor's 
Commission 
Launches Three-Fold 
State Survey 


Lnusing, Feb. 9 (/P)—Governor 
Dickinson's 
new 
commission 
on 
tlv Veorgf^izatlpr of sta'o linance." 
launched a three-ioUl 
survey 
of 
tax-collecting 
agencies at its 
or- 
ganization meeting today. 


Rep. F. J a c k Neller, Republican. 
Jackson, was elected chairman o£ 
the three-man group. 
He .«aid the 
commission would circulate ques- 
tionnuires at once 
asking 
each 
state department to state the num- 
ber and nature of the taxes and 
fees it collects, n\<: thods of collec- 
tion, and a breakdown of revenues 
from each of the sources over a 
two-year period. 


Neller 
said 
the 
commission 
hoped in this fashion to determine 
the personnel and 
administrative 
cost of collecting each $1,000 of 
tax revenue, and through propos- 
als for reorganization and consoli- 
dation of agencies and duties to 
make it possible to reduce 
this 
cost. 


The conimission al.«o will ask IT) 
states having centî-al revenue de- 
partments 
for 
information 
on 
their 
systenus 
of 
tax 
collection, 
with a view to preparing 
recom- 
mendations for the 1941 legisla- 
ture. 
The 1939 legislature turned 
down proposals for the centrali- 
zation of financial activities.

It is the first large-scale busi­ 
ness and government cooperative 
offort In the merchandising field 
jiince collapse of the NR.

posely avoided. 


The basis for cooperation in the 
food stamp plan is fundamentally 
different from that in the NRA. 
The stamp plan provides a mini­ 
mum 
of government regulation 
:uul a maximum of freedom for 
business in tho establishment of 
prices. 


Plan Is Year Old 


U was a year ago this month 
tha 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Henry A. Wallace announced ten- 
traive ilans for a two-price system 
by which relief clients would be 
Hold surplus foods at a lower price 
than charged others. 


The announcement came as no 
surprise to food merchants. 
For 
Aveeks he had been discussing tho 
idea with them and working with 
their leaders in formulating major 
provisions of the plan. 
Business 
contributed to the forming of the 
plan and approved it before Wal­ 
lace announced it publicly. 


Active, practical business men 
have been consulted 
and 
have 
agreed to every

ment in the plan during the past 
year. 
They 
have 
carried 
the 
greater part of tho burden in its 
administration in the towns where 
it has been put into operation. 


The i'ederal Surplus Commodi­ 
ties Corporation, set up as the 
government's representative In ad­ 
ministering tho plan, has clashed 
only once in a major issue with 
liUHiness. That was when Roches- 
tei-, N. y., banker.«? 
proposed 
a 
porvice charge for handling food 
stamps. 


Bankers Go .Along 


That difference was adjusted by 
withdrawal of the proposed charge 
by bankers. 
The FBCC persuaded 
them to continiie the free handling 
of stamps as a 
public 
service. 
Some more direct metliod of re­ 
deeming the stamps is expected to 
be worked out, 


Wholesalo food dealers and re­ 
tail grocers have 
been virtually 
unanimously enthusiastic in favor 
of the plan, ar«jording to FSCC 
officals. 
They said only “a very 
few” instances of “chiseling" had 
been discovered. 


The plan is in operation now in 
approxiniatfly 40 cities, including 
luarly 
1,000,000 
relief 
clients. 
More than three-fourths of those 
eligible to participate in the cities 
where the plan is in operation are 
receiving food stamps, official fig­ 
ures show. 


Except for tho inclusion of low- 
income privately employed fami­ 
lies in Pottawatomie county, Okla.. 
food 
stamps have been offered 
only to those on public relief rolls. 
By July 1 it is expected to be 
extended to 100 more cities. 


Under the plan relief clients re­ 
ceiving cash relief are given 50 
cents worth of blue stamps for 
each $1 worth of orange stamps 
purchased. 
The blue stamps are 
exchanged for surplus foods and 
the orange for any food, including 
iurpluses.

His alleged connivance to steal Alaskan 
coal lands had blackcned the entire Taft 
.\dmini,stration. It had started tho break 
between Theodore 
Roosevelt 
and 
Taft, 
which eventually led to the 
split 
within 
Ihe Republican Parly and the election 
of 
Woodrow 
Wilson, 
Un(|uestionably, 
the 
Ballinger-Pinchot row was one of the most 
important political landmarks of Ihe early 
century. 


Richard Ballinger died in 1922 protest­ 
ing hia innocence to Ihe end. Aside from 
his cou.sin, Willis Ballinger, l‘'cderal 'I'rado 
Commi.ssion economist, his name bad few 
defenders. 


Now, however, the Ballinger case ha.*? 
been secretly reopened in tho Interior De­ 
partment, and it seetns certain that Secre­ 
tary of the Interior Harold Ickes will issue 
a staU'ment righting an ancient wrong. He 
will exonerate Ballinger.

Only three of the principals in the B all­ 
inger scandal still are living; 


Justice I-ouis D. Brandéis, 83, 
then

row, and pointed an accusing finger 
at 
Ballinger. 


Gifford Pinchot, then Chief Forester of 
the United States and a crusading conser­ 
vationist; now 75 and living in Washin?- 
lon after serving as Govcrnoi' of P en nsyl­ 
vania. 


Loui.s R. Glavis, then a 2(i-year-old 
in­ 
vestigator in the Land Office of Ihe In­ 
terior Department, and the man who prob­ 
ed the alleged Ballinger scandals; 
now 
practising law in Washington. 


The last of these probably had most to 
do with re-opening the Ballinger case — 
though he may not realir.c it. 


For w'hen Harold Ickes became Secre­ 
tary of the Interior, he hired Glavis as his 
chief investigator. Ickes, a friend and a d ­ 
mirer of Teddy Roosevelt, had been on the 
Pinchot-Glavis side of the controversy, and 
in 1033 sought 
belatedly 
to 
vindicate 
Glavis. 


However. Glavis turned out to be 
oii^ 
of the most suspicious men in thc^ United 
States. He built up a virtual OGPU in thf 
Interior Department, at one lim e em ploy­ 
ing 1.000 detectives, and even investigat 
ed Ickes’ closest advisers. 
Even 
J u s t i c 
Brandei.«!. who once defended him, dropp»'d 
critical remarks about the inve.-^tigational 
activities of the Interior Department. 


Eventually Glavis became loo zealou.si.v 
suspicious even for Honest Harold, 
and 
was eased out «if the Interior Department 
in 1030. Ickes has wondered, ever since 
whether Glavis may not 
have 
employed 
the same excess of zeal in the Ballingei 
case.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Roun d 


BY PEARISON AND A LLEN 
Washington —It is now IS years since 
Richard Achilles Ballinger died in 
S eat­ 
tle, a broken-hearted old man. As Taft's 
Secretary of the Interior, he had bern the 
center of the xvorst government, scandal of 
the early txventieth century. 


His alleged connivance to steal Alaskan 
i coal lands had blackened the entire Taft 
Administration. It had started the break 
between Theodore 
Roosevelt 
and 
Taft, 
xvhich eventually led to the 
split 
within 
the Republican P a r ty and the election 
of 
Woodrow 
Wilson. 
Unquestionably, 
the 
Ballinger-IMnehot row was one of the most 
im portant political la n d m a rk s of the early 
century. 


Richard Ballinger died in 1 322 protest­ 
ing his innocence to th e end. Aside from 
his cousin, Willis Ballinger, Federal Trade 
Commission economist, his name had few 
defenders. 


Now, however, the Ballinger case has 
been secretly reopened in the Interior De­ 
partm ent, and it seems certain that Secre­ 
tary ot the Interior Harold Tokes will issue 
a s ta te m en t righting an ancient wrong. He 
xviii exonerate Ballinger. 


— D RA M A TIS PER SO X A E— 
Only three of the principals in the Ball­ 
inger scandal still are living: 


Justice Louis D. Brandeis, 8 3, 
then 
a 
fiery young lawyer. He received $25,000 
for defending Louis IL Clavis, who 
had 
been dismissed by the J.and Office in the 
row, and pointed an accusing finger 
at 
Ballinger. 


Gifford Pinchot, then Chief Forester of 
the United States and a crusading conser- 
va t io n is t; now 7 5 and living in W ashing­ 
ton after serving as Governor of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 


Louis R. Clavis, then a 26-year-old 
in­ 
vestigator in the Land Office of the In­ 
terior Department, and the man who prob­ 
ed th e alleged Ballinger scandals; 
now 
practising law in W ashin gton. 
The last of those probably had most lo 
do with re-opening the Ballinger case — 
th o u g h he may not realize it. 
F o r when Harold Ickes became Secre­ 
tary of the Interior, he hired Clavis as his 
chief investigator. Ickes, a friend aud a d ­ 
m irer of Teddy Roosevelt, had been on the 
Pinchot-Glavis side of th e controversy, and 
in 1 333 sought 
belatedly 
to 
vindicate 
Clavis. 
However, Clavis tu rn ed out to he 
on* 
of th e most suspicious men in the United 
States. He built up a virtu al OGPU in th* 
Interior Department, at one time employ­ 
ing 1,000 detectives, and even investigat­ 
ed Ickes’ closest advisers. 
Even 
Justice 
Brandeis, who once defended him, dropped 
critical rem arks about th e investigational 
activities of the Interior Department. 
Eventually Clavis became too zealously 
suspicious even for H o n est Harold, 
and 
was eased out of the Interior Department 
in 1 3 36. Tokes has wondered, ever since 
w h eth er Clavis may not 
have 
employed 
the same excess of zeal in the Ballinger 
case.

been his own trouble w ith Henry Wallace 
over th e Forest Service.

Department. 
“ I must bring public discussion between 
j d ep artm en ts and bureaus to an end." Taft 
nu I plaintively wrote to Pinchot. "It is most 
in' ! demoralizing . . . .
